Sorting <iood 
From Bad

Tho VS Chamhor of Commorce has em ­ 
barked up on a p rogram seeking to interest 
all citirens in p articip ation in the p olitical 
life of their community . The Chamber p ro­ 
vides a ''even-course study p rogram which 
acquaints citizens with the techniques of 
p arty organization, camp aigning, financing, 
etc. But the one essential that the Cham­ 
ber cannot p rovide is understanding. 
Regardless of how willing a p erson is to 
work at the routine of p olitic.s 
nngini! 
doorbells, p olling vot­ 
ers. transp orting cot­ 
ters, etc. — he will not 
be a constructive force 
unless he is well ac­ 
quainted with the issues of the da\. Thi.s 
is the one p lace where so many well-mean­ 
ing p eop le fail in their well-intentioned ef­ 
forts to imp rove local or state government. 
The p olitical p arties themselves and the 
p rofessionals who guide them do not con­ 
tribute too greatly to this. They do not con­ 
tribute directly to it because tin ii 
is not 
a non-p artisan job. Their job is to sell their 
own p arty and candidatCN. not the other 
fellow’s. It is up to the individ.ial citi/en to 
sift out the good and tiad. the right and 
the wrong, from the statements and as>er- 
tions of both p arties. 
We hav e a good examp le of this right 
now in the (¡rand Island meeting of the 
Rep iibliean .State O ntral ( ommittee. 
.\s 
Committee Chairman Charles Thone tells 
the story , the election of (lov. Ralp h Brooks 
(a Demoerafi In 1958 was the most drastic 
and destructive thing that ever hap p ened 
to Nebraska. Naturail>, only a (¡01* vic­ 
tory in l!MiO can p ull us out of the dep ths 
to which we have sunk. 
Thone has some good p oints but he also 
p ractices a great deal of misrep resentation 
and w'illful omission. Thone called for a 
sw'eep ing referendum vote on all combina­ 
tions of tax p rograms. But he failed to 
p oint out that the 1959 legislature which 
p rovided *‘new p atches” which lacked ‘‘long- 
range p rogress” in the tax field was a 
heavily Rep ublican group of lawmakers. 
★ 
On the other hand, .some 
Rep ublicans 
have tried to take credit for the Legisla­ 
ture’s p assage of bills p roviding a sp ecial 
levy for develop ment of the state’s p arks 
and for agricultural research. U they want 
credit for this, let them have credit for 
the mess in which Thone finds the tax situ­ 
ation. Actually , a lot of p rogress was made 
in the tax field in 1959 and Brooks can 
take some credit for it as well as the Leg­ 
islature. 
Brooks camp aigned for stronger tax laws 
and ap p roved of bills leading to this end as 
they were introduced in the Legislature. A 


O. DOBLKR 
g o v erno r, it must he remembered, can o nly 
seek to influence the Leg lslafiire, no t v o te 
in it. The same thing Is true o t the special 
lev y fo r parks and ag ricultural research. 
Bro o ks ran share in the credit fo r these 
two wo rthwhile pro g rams because hg sup­ 
po rted them in the Leg islature thro ug h the 
weig ht o f his o ffice. 


Thone also said he favored a vote of the 
p eop le on a constitutional convention. This 
Brooks has been actually harp ing on since 
the day he was elected to office 
Thone 
called, also, tor a streamlined state p ur­ 
chasing dep artment 
But the (¡OP never 
thought of thi.s during many y ears of Re­ 
p ublican rule or until Gov. Ii rooks ap p oint­ 
ed his sp ecial committee to study the or­ 
ganization of .state government 
It is true that not a great deal has vet 
been done through the eommittee, or rather, 
that its findings have been p ut into p rac­ 
tice hy the governor's office. But Brooks 
has N en in office for only a vear and Thone 
might remember that It was the Ill-advised 
Bep ubliean recount which comp letely dis­ 
rup ted the first few months of the gover­ 
nor’s administration. 
Thone might have a stronger p osition if 
he 
c oul d 
p roduce 
something to p rove his 
claim that the high­ 
way p rogram now in­ 
volves p olitical maneu­ 
vering and juggling of 
funds. 
The 
big highway 
investment 
in 
Omaha is not a p roduct of Gov Bn>oks, hut 
is an inheritance from the administration of 
former Rep ublican (¡ov. Victor K. Ander­ 
son. Brooks can be and has been criticized 
for certain p ersonnel actions — notably the 
firings of Dep uty Slate Kngineer Henry 
Schlitt, former Warden Josep h Rovey and 
former State Aeronautics Director Roland 
Harr. If y ou can’t condone these things, 
that is one thing but it is quite another to 
conclude from such instances that every ­ 
thing IS bad. 
The Brooks administration has vastly in­ 
creased the investment of idle state funds 
to bring more state revenue, has instituted 
federal studies which are exp ected to lead 
to imp rovements in the State Health De­ 
p artment, has p ushed the agricultural re­ 
search p rogram, has made an entry into 
statewide 
p ublic 
p ower 
disp utes, 
has 
worked toward a stronger p rogram of ap ­ 
p rehension of escap ed mental p atients, at­ 
temp ted to p ut a state labor relations act 
through the ¡.egislature and in general has 
run the state’s business effectively and ef­ 
ficiently . It IS a long wav from a p erfect 
administration but it is a lot closer to it than 
p ast GOP administrations have been.

Mounting REA Proble ms 


The St. Louis Post-Disp atch has com­ 
mented significantly on the current p rob­ 
lem of the Illinois HHA’s. 
Twenty -five of the twenty -seven Illinois 
rural districts rely on two p rivate utilities 
for their source of p ower. The Post-Disp atch 
rep orts that these two utilities lately de­ 
manded of all the RElA’s that they sign 10 
y ear p ower contracts at a six p er cent in­ 
crease in rates, or refusing that, to start 
buy ing wholesale current without a contract 
at a 60 p er cent increase in rates. 
The RFLVs could rep ly to such summary 
p rop osals by building generating p lants of 
their own. .And they have such a step under 
consideration. They have a loan ap p lication 
for that p urp ose with the Federal Rural 
Electric .Administration. The ap p lication is 
not moving with disp atch and certainly the 
basis for such a loan would be substantially 
weakened were the RKA’s to submit to their 
p rivate sup p liers’ demand for 10-y car p ower 
contracts.*Hisking a 60 p er cent rate hike 
for a p eriod of several y ears while p lants 


were being constructed is an equally se­ 
rious harrier. 
Certainly the REA movement is matur­ 
ing into a time ot trouble, p erhap s a conse­ 
quence of success. The field which did not 
exist 50 y ears ago and was thought not 
worth the develop ing received only indirect 
attacks. But now it is becoming an economic 
p rize and the climate is changing. 
In Illinois the p roblem is p osed hy the 
p rivate sup p lier. But Nebraska, itself, for 
other reasons has its p roblems. A substan­ 
tial group of Nebraska HEA’s are currently 
litigating with p ublic p ower sup p liers over 
rates and are also without generating facili­ 
ties of their own. .And adding to the com­ 
p lexity of their p roblem is a recent Sup reme 
Court decision which distinguished between 
rural and urban consumers and declared in 
the case of one rural p ower district that it 
could only p rop erly serve rural customers. 
The great majority of Nebraska’s REA’s 
serve communities as w'cll as rural homes 
and the court decision raises a question 
whether they can p rop erly do so. 
Sc ie nc e At Ca bine t Le v e l 
The American Association for the .Ad­ 
vancement of Science has raised the sug­ 
gestion, and a great body of non scientific 
Americans will greet it as good sense, that 
the federal government create a new cabi­ 
net function — that for scientific research. 
Dr. Wallace R. Brode, science advisor to 
the Dep artment of Slate, argued for the 
idea on a de facto basis. He p ointed out 
that the government already is up to its 
neck in research. The matter of creating a 
cabinet p lace for it would not he introduc­ 
ing an innovation or inviting government 
into a new field. Rather it would recognize 
a fact and make a constructive effort to 
give It central administration and focu.s. 
Dr. Brode p ointed out that a growing 
number ot sep arate agencies, some in con­ 
flict with others, are not clarify ing the 
gov’ernment’s mission m science, nor p ro­ 
ducing the best and most economical re­ 
sults. 


.Announced selllement of the steel disp uti 
with p laudits heap ed up on Vice Frcsidmit 
Richard Nixon should leave the p ublic not 
just a little hit bewildered. Two things must 
make the p eop le wonder just how they are 
coming out in all of this. For one. Nixon has 
no p rior association with any of the steel 
negotiations but suddenly he emerges as 
the brains behind the entire settlement. 
This p lum he walks off with as the 1060 
election y ear gets off to a good start. And 
what kind of a settlement is it** Naturally , 
David J. .McDonald, p resident of the steel 
workers union, is elated since labor obtained 
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a 39 cents an hour boost in p ay and benefits 
and had to take no revisions in the work 
rules. .At the same time, R. Conrad Coop er, 
U.S. steel official and chief industry nego­ 
tiator, exp resses no dissatisfaction wiili the 
selllement but refuses to comment on the 
p ossibility of an increase in steel p rices to 
offset labor gains. 
If McDonald is liap p y and Coop er is hap p y 
how can the p ublic come out any thing but 
a loser? I'his means an increase in wages 
and benefits and an increase in p rices. Is 
the industry hap p y because it knows that 
its coming p rice increase will be met with 
no government intervention from the White 
House” Industry must see some rewards 
somewhere or why did it bother to fight for 
eight months or longer the very thing that it 
suddenly accep ts as the recommendation 
from the likely p residential nominee of the 
Rep ublican p arty ? 
The nation is relieved that the steel dis­ 
p ute is over and that the economy will not 
be delivered another blow through a costly 
strike. But the sudden ap p earance of Nixon 
as the man of the hour and the unexp ected 
terms of the settlement smacks of .such p o­ 
litical intrigue that one’s susp icions cannot 
help but be aroused. Perhap s the feather 
in Nixon’s cap woukl be a barb if all the 
facts were known. Certainly , the p ublic can 
resign itself to the fact that it has once 
again been given the sJiort end of every ­ 
thing.

Perhap s that is so. At any rate many 
.Americans are of the op inion that the na­ 
tion’s lag in defense science can be traced 
to inler-service rivalries, sp ecial interests 
and an unending creation of new- commis­ 
sions and new administration advisers. 
But the research question is too comp lex 
to be resolved by such a simp le remedy . 
.And before such an imp ortant decision is 
made, the fact must he weighed in that the 
dep artments of the cabinet are p olitical and 
therefore subject to the p olitical views of 
whatever p arty hap p ens to be in charge 
of government. Essentially scientific re­ 
search is a non-p olitical activity . If the p res­ 
ent difficulties of research are attributed 
to the p roliferation of p artisanship and p ri­ 
vate interest, it is hard to discern how 
that could be remedied by reorganizing it 
all in a dep artment that itself is p olitical. 
If p artisanshq) is the p oison then an added 
dose of it will cure nothing.

WASl 11NGTON—The p resi­ 
dent ial candidacy of John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy is much 
more than the testing of the 
ap p eal of an attractive p o­ 
litical p ersonality . It is the 
testing of cohesivencss of the 
country ’s only truly national 
p arty . 
Senator Kennedy believes 
that limes h a ve changed 
since 1928, when his p arty 
tried unsuccessfully to make 
Gov. 
Alfred 
E. 
Smith 
of 
New York the first Catholic 
p resident. Many share the 
Kennedy view that Smith’s 
then unp op ular stand against 
p rohibition and h i s Tam­ 
many background also were 
major elements in his de­ 
feat. 
No such drawbacks a r e 
p resent in Kennedy ’s case. 
He IS well educated, he has 
demonstrated great p hy sical 
courage and he has shown 
cap acity for growth. He has 
an attractive family and the 
ap p eal of his own p ersonal­ 
ity extends far bey ond his 
native New England. 
What he lacks are some 
assets Smith had in great 
abundance: they led to his 
nomination and* won him a 
following which still cher­ 
ishes 
his 
memory . 
Smith 
had p roved that he was a 
great administrator of t h e 
biggest state in the union; 
he had shown a clear un­ 
derstanding of p eop le ard of 
the means by which t h e 
American 
p olitical 
.sy stem 
is made effective. 


The danger to the Demo­ 
cratic p arty today is that 
op p osition to Kennedy will 
he equated with 4anti-(’atho- 


lieism. Yet there are C’atho - 
lies and no n-Catho lics who 
believ e that Kennedy , who 
has had no administrativ e 
ex perience, is no t y et ready 
fo r the g reatest ex ecutiv e 
Jo b in the wo rld. No r has he 
had any ex perience in fo r­ 
eig n affairs, o ther than that

duct o f the presidency . 
The p oliticians of the p ar­ 
ty believe that Kennedy and 
his aides are try ing to iso­ 
late his op p osition by tagging 
it as based on religion and 
therefore the act of bigots.

I was informed that Saw- 
y er-Snell skating rink will 
not be filled for skating. No 
sooner did word get around 
about this than p eop le be­ 
gan to p rotest. The Park De­ 
p artment finally ran some 
water into the p ond, but not 
enough to cover the ground. 
There are lump s of dirt ap ­ 
p earing above the ice and it 
is imp ossible to skate. The 
p ark 
sup erintendent 
w a s 
asked why more water was 
not p ut in. He answered hy 
say ing that no more water 
would be p ul in. What is this 
sup p osed to mean? 
Ever since our rep resent­ 
ative form of city govern­ 
ment was abolished, our rec­ 
reation sy stem has been de­ 
stroy ed. Whenever the citi­ 
zens want something done, 
they have to 
voice 
bitter 
comp laints. One examp le is 
that skating rink in Coop er 
Park. 1 have seen recrea­ 
tion emp loy es drive up in a 
station wagon, w’alk across 
the ice with their muddy 
shoes and do nothing to rem­ 
edy 
the 
dep lorable 
condi­ 
tions. At one time a feeble 
effort was made to sp ray the 
ice. They did not remove 
stones and other debris. For­ 
ty p er cent of the concrete 
was not covered. When asked 
why they did not comp lete 
the job, the answer was that 
they know what they were 
doing. In other words, they 
were try ing to sabotage iccL 
skating. 
Last season there were 76 
consecutive day s of ice-skat­ 
ing at Oak Lake.
